'There was: no other company but ourſelves, 
and we ſtaid. the whole day. This was the 
moſt. elegant and complete entertain ment: of 
any I ſaw in Cuina.. CHEE 

About ten o'clock in the morning) . 
were ſent for the ambaſſador and gentlemen 
of the retinue, and horſes for the ſervants; - 
though the prime miniſter's houſe was very 
near our lodgings. The chairs were carried 
through two. courts, and ſet down at the en- 
try into a hall, where the aleggada waited 
to receive the ambaſſados. After entering 
the hall, we were ſeated on neat cane chairs, 
with japanned frames, inlaid with mother 
of pearl. The apartment itſelf was ve 
ſimple, open to the ſouth, and: the rook 
ſupported, on that ſide, by a row of well 
turned wooden pillars. It had no ceiling; 
9 the rafters Cn findy poliſhed, and 
42 an, 
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8 a The floor was paved with 
a chequer- work of white and black marble; 
and in the middle of it ſtood a large braſs 


 chafing-diſh, in ſhape of an urn, full! of 
charcoal. At the entry were placed two 
| large CuiNna ciſterns, filled with pure water, 
in which played ſome ſcores of ſmall:fiſhes, 
| + > Wome at crumbs of -bread-thrown into the 
Water. Theſe fiſhes are about the ſize of a 
minnow, but of a different ſhape, and beau- 
tifully varied with red, white, and yellow 
fpots; and therefore called the gold and. 
filver fiſh. I never ſaw any of them out of 
this country; though I imagine they might 
eaſily be brought to Europe, as they are by 
no means of the tender kind. I had about 
twenty of them ſtanding in a window at my 
lodgings ; in a morning, after a froſty night, 
1 found. all the water frozen, moſt of the. 
fiſhes ſtiff, and ſeemingly dead; but, on 
putting them into cold freſh water, _ all: 
recovered, except two or three. 
After we had drunk a diſh of tea, a Ebi 
_ lion of broths and victuals was-placed on 
"i the tables, intermixed with variety: of fruits 
i and confections. Every perſon had a table 
a-part, and all were ſerved in the fame man- 
ner. This repaſt, it ſeems, was only break- 
faſt, though it be well have Paſſed for 
dinner.

After his: entertainment” the aleggada 
carried us * to ſee his ** of which he

had great variety. I formerly obſerved that 


this gentleman was a great ſportſman. He 


took greater pleaſure in talking of hounds 
than politicks; «though, at the ſame time, 


he had the character of a very able miaiſter. 
and an honeſt man. 


We were new conducted through all the 5 


different apartments of his houſe, excepting 
only thoſe of the ladies, to which none have 


acceſs but himſelf, and the eunuchs who at- 
tend them. We faw a noble collection of 


many curioſities, both natural and artifi- 
cial; particularly a large quantity of old 
porcelain or CHINA-ware, made in CHINA 
and JAPAN 3 and, at preſent, to be found 
only in the cabinets of the curious. They 


conſiſted chiefly of a great number of jars df 


different ſizes. He took much pleaſure in 
telling when and where they were manu- 
factured; and, as far as I can remember, 
many of them were above two thouſand years 
old. He added, that, both in CHñINA and 
Jap aAN, they had loſt the art of making por- 

celain in that perfection they did in for- 
mer times; and the fault, in his opinion, 


lay in the preparation of the materials. 


Theſe curioſities were piled up on ſhelves to 
the very roof the houſe, and in ſuch order 
and ſymmetry as had a pretty effect. 

From the houſe we went into a little. gar 


den, encloſed with a high brick-wall. In the | 
0 of it ſtood a ſmall baſin, ſull of water, 


ſur-

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ſurrounded with ſeveral old crooked” trees 
and ſhrubs; among which I ſaw that which 
produces the famous tea. The climate about 
'Pek 1 being too cold for this ſhrub, there 
are only a few buſhes of it to be found in 
the gardens of the curious. I ſhall not at 
preſent enlarge on this uſeful plant, which 
appeared like a currant-buſn, as an opportu- 
nity will occur of giving a fuller account f 

it before I leave this place. There was a walk 
round the garden, which, together with 
- that in the middle, was covered with ſmall 
gravel. At each end of the middle-walk 
| was a piece of artificial rock-work, with 
water running under it, through holes ſo natu- 
ral they looked as if made by the current of 
the ſtream. The rocks were about fever: 
feet high, and ſhaded with ſome old bended 
trees. This garden, and many other things 
in CHINA, diſplay the taſte os the ERIN, 
for. imitating nature. 
From the garden we were called to PO 
ner, where we found a plentiful and elegant 
entertainment; ſet out in the fineft order, 
far exceeding any thing of that kind we had 
ſeen before. We had no muſick nor dancing, 
and the wliole was conducted with ſurpriſing 
decency and regularity. The entertainment 
laſted about two hours, after which we re- 
turned to our lodgings. 
This day, our gates were opend- to 9e

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others allowed to go in and aut at pleaſure. 
Though all communication was not pro- 
hibited before this time; it was, however, 
. difficult ; and not to be obtained without per- 
miſſion of the proper office.. 


The 8th, we dined at the ſouth con vent. | 


where the IlTALTAN miſſionaries generally 
. refide. Here all the JIxsuirs in the place, 
ta the number of ten or twelve, were aſlem-. 


| bled. We met with a friendly reception,” 


and a. moſt ſplendid entertainment. 


This convent ſtands within the city, upon: 
a piece of ground given to the fathers by 


the Emperor. He gave alſo ten thouſand 
ounces of filver towards building and adorn- 
ing the chapel ; which is, indeed, very neat; 


and handſomely decorated with pictures of 


ſaints, and ſcripture- pieces, by the beſt hands. 
An account of this remarkable benefaction 


of the Emperor Kauni is cut out, in the 


Cayrnese language, in letters of gold, and 
| fixed above the great gate; which makes; 
the place more reſpected. When we arrived, 


one. of the prieſts: was officiating in the cha- 
pel where were aſſembled about one hundred 
CHINESE converts. At dinner we had a 
few: bottles of wine, made” m the convent; 


but I cannot ſay it was good; thou gh the 
grapes were fine, and of an agreeable carry 
. vor: dinner, we were conducted to ths” 


Emperor's. ſtables, where the Are are 
kept. The keeper aſked: the ambailador to

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walk into his apartments, till they were 
equipped ; then we went into the court, and 
ſaw theſe huge animals richly capariſoned in 
gold and filver ſtuffs. Each had a rider on his 
back, who held in their hands ſmall battle- 
axes, with a ſharp pike at one end, to drive 
and guide them. We ſtood about an hour 
admiring thoſe ſagacious animals; ſome of 
them were very large, who, paſſing before 
us at equal diſtances, returned again behind 
the ſtables; and ſo on round and round, till 
there ſeemed to be no end of the proceſſion. 
The plot, however, was at laſt diſcovered, 
by the features and dreſs of the riders; and 
the chief keeper told us there were only ſixty 
of them. The climate about Pex IN is too 
cold for them to breed; and all theſe were 1 
brought from warmer countries. The Em- u 
peror keeps them only for ſnow, and makes 1 
no uſe of them, at leaſt in theſe northern tt 
parts. Some of them were brought near to tt 
the place where we ſat, and made obeiſanode d 
to us, by kneeling and making a dreadful 
noiſe; others ſucked up water from veſſels, t 
and ſpouted it through their trunks, among v 
the mob, or wherever the rider directed. The 2 
ſagacity of theſe animals is moſt ſurpriſing, 0 
and approaches ſo near to reaſon, that, in ſe 
this reſpect, they ſurpaſs all the brute crea- n 
tion.

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Next "Hi all the gentlemen dined at the 
palace of the Emperor's ninth ſon, in con- 
| ſequence of an invitation from his chief eu- 
nuch, who is a great friend to the Russ 1 A- 
houſe. As the invitation was not from the 
TIO the ambaſlador would not accept of 
Our entertginment was very magnificent, 
10 accompanied with muſick, dancing, and 
a kind of comedy, which laſted moſt part 
of the day. The comedians were of both 
ſexes; if the women's parts were not per- 
formed by boys dreſſed like actreſſes. As the 
play was in the CHINESE language, I could 
underſtand nothing of it, except from the 
geſture and action of the performers. It 
ſeemed to be a parcel of detached diſſimilar 
interludes, without any principal end, or 
unity of deſign. I ſhall, therefore, only 
mention one ſcene, which appeared to me 
the moſt extraordinary. There entered, on 
the ſtage, ſeven warriors, all in armour, with 
different weapons in their hands, and terri- 
ble vizards on their faces. After they had 
taken a few turns about the ſtage, and ſur- 
veyed-each others armour, they, at laſt, fell 
a quarrelling; and, in the encounter, one 
of the heroes was lain. Then an angel de- 
ſcended from the clouds, in a flaſh of light- 
ning, with a monſtrous ſword in his hand, 
| and ſoon parted the combatants, by driving 
them all off the ſtage; which done, he al- 
cended in the ſame manner he came down,

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in a cloud of fire and ſmoke. © This ſcene 
was ſucceeded by ſeveral comical farces, 
which to me ſeemed very diverting, though 
in a language 1 did not underſtand. I he 
laſt character that appeared on the ſtage, 
was a EUROP TAN gentleman, completely 
dreſſed, baving all his cloathgbedawbed with 

's gold and filver lace. He pulled off his hat, 
and made a profound reverence to all that 
Paſſed him. I ſhall leave it to any one to 
imagine, what an auk ward figure a CHIxESE 
muſt make in this ridiculous habit. This

c HAPT ER X. 


Continuation of occurrences at Pax: in, Ge 


PHE hoy allowing the ambaſſador had 


a fourth audience of the Emperor, at 


the palace in the city. This interview was 
alſo private, and the ambaſſador was at- 
tended only by his ſecretary. The Emperor 


repeated the aſſurances of his friendſhip for 
his Czarih Majeſty, talked ſtrongly on the 


vanity and uncertainty of all human affairs; 


adding, that he was now an old man, and. 5 
by the courſe of nature, could not live long, 


and deſired to die in peace with Gop and all 


mankind. At taking leave, each of them 
was preſented with a complete CHINESE ſuit 
of cloaths, made of ſtrong ſilk, e 
with dragons claws, and lined with fable 
The - 12th, we dined at the Fxexca or 
weſtern convent, where we again found all 
the miſſionaries. The chapel, and other 
edifices, are handſome; but not ſo grand as 
the ITALIAN convent. Father PARAN N 
is preſident of this convent; he is a man of 
parts and addreſs, and in great favour with 
hg Emperor. I was informed this entertain- 
L IG "ment 
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ment was given at the expence of the court, 
and had ſome reaſon to believe it was fo, 
as it far exceeded what might reaſonably be 
expected from the Jzsv1Ts. The Emperor's 
band of muſick played all the time of din- 
ner; after which we had jugglers and tum- 
blers of great activity. Among the many 
feats and tricks performed by theſe people, 
I ſhall only mention two or three, which 
ſeemed moſt uncommon. The roof of the 
room where we fat, was ſupported by wooden 


pillars, The juggler took a gimlet, with 


which he bored one of the pillars, and 


' aſked, whether we choſe red or white wine? 


the queſtion being anſwered, he pulled out 
the gimlet, and put a quill in the hole, 
through which ran, as from a caſk, the 
wine demanded. After the ſame manner, 
he extracted ſeveral forts of liquors, all 
which I had the curioſity to taſte, and found 
them good of their kinds. 

Another of theſe expert youths took three 
long ſharp-pointed Knives, and, throwing 
them up by turns, kept one always in each 
| hand, and the third in the air. This he 
continued to perform for a conſiderable time, 
catching conſtantly the falling knife by the 
handle, without ever allowing it to touch 
the floor. The knives were exceeding ſharp, 
ſo that, had he miſſed laying hold of the 
handles, he muſt infallibly have loſt ſome 
of his fingers. "I 

'T he 
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The ſame perſon took a wooden ball, 
ſomenebat leſs than thoſe commonly uſed in 
bowling greens, - with a hole through the 
middle of it, and a rod, two feet long, about 
the ſize of a walking ſtaff, painted at the 
extremity, to fit the hole in the ball. He 
then toſſed the ball above a yard high, and 
eaught it again upon the point of the rod; 
not in the hole of the ball, but wherever i it 
happened to meet the point; and, in this 
manner, he continued to throw up and catch 
the ball for a conſiderable time. He now 
placed the ball upon the point of the rod, 
taking no notice of the hole, and twirled it 
round like a top, ſo quickly, that the motion 
could not be obſerved. This ſeemed ex- 
tremely dextrous; for, all the while, he 
played with the ball in appearance; and, 
vVhen the motion began to flacken, gave it a 
"freſh twirl with his hand, as if the rod and: 
ball had been faſtened. to each other; - 
his perſon alſo placed a large ear them 
diſh, above eighteen inches diameter, upon. 
the point of the ſame rod, and. twirled it 
round in the ſame-manner as he did the ball ; 
during this ſwift motion, he did not always. 
keep the point in the centre of the veſſel; 
on the contrary, he often held it within three 
inches of the brim. I ſhall only mention 
one inſtance more. 
There were placed erect, upon the pave⸗ 


ment of the room, two bambos, which are 
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a kind of cane. The length of them was 


about twenty five feet; at the lower end 1 


reckon them to be near five inches diameter, 


and, at the top; about the breadth of a 
crown piece. They were ſtraight, light, 
and ſmooth; and 2 ſupported by two 


men. Two boys then elimbed up the poles 


— 


without the leaſt aſſiſtance; and, having rea- 


ched the top, ſtood upright, ſometimes on one 


foot and ſometimes on the other, and then up- 


on their heads. This being done, they laid 


one hand on the top of the pole, and ſtretched 
out their bodies almoſt at right angles to it. 
In this poſture they continued for a conſider - 
able time, and even ſhifted hands. I ob. 
ferved that much depended on the men who 
held the poles; one of the two at each pole 
having it fixed to his girdle and they kept 


a ſteady eye on the motions of the boys. 


Fhere were about twenty or thirty of thefe 
performers, who all belong to the Emperor, 
and never diſplay their att without his per- 


miſſion. Iam fully perſuaded, that in tricks 


and feats of dexterity, few nations can equal, 
and none excel, the ChixRsE. 

After theſe diverſions, we were condatted 
to the Emperor's olaſs-houſe, which his Im- 
perial Majefty often viſits with pleafure. It 
wes erected by himſelf, and is the firſt ma- 
nufactory of the kind that ever was in CHINA. 


The perſon employed to ſuperintend and

known, in CHina, for his ingenuity and li- 


terature. His Majeſty is ſo fond of this 
glaſs-work, that he ſent ſeveral of the moſt 


curious of its productions in a preſent to his 


Czariſh Majeſty. It is ſurpriſing, that the 
CHINESE, who. have been . conſtantly em- 


_ ployed, for ſo many ages, in the manufacture 


of CHINA- ware, ſhould never have ſtumbled 


upon that of glaſs. This ſhows evidently, 


that the degree of heat neceſſary in their 


ovens muſt not be very great, or their ma · 


terials free from ſand; for it is certain 


they had no knowledge of glaſs, of any 
kind, vill this houſe was erected. I was in- 
formed, that, not long ago, ſome Europs AS 


brought to CANTON a parcel of priſms, or 
triangular glaſſes, which the Carvess took 
for natural productions of rock chryſtal; and 


bought them at the rate of one hundred

After 
a ſhort conference the muſick was ordered 
to play. There were in the room ten or 
twelve of the Emperor's grandſons, who 
ſeemed much entertained with the inſtru- 
ments. I aſked an elderly gentleman, who 
ſtood by me, how he liked the muſick; he 
ſaid it was very good, but their own was 
better. No ladies were to be ſeen; though; 
I believe, ſeveral of them were behind a 
ſcreen at the other end of the room. 5 
The muſick being over, the Emperor or- 
dered one of the princes to conduct the am- 
baſſador into the gardens belonging to the 
palace; into which we entered, along a draw 
bridge, over a canal of pure water. They 
abounded with ſhaded walks, arbours, and 
- fiſh-ponds, in the Cniness taſte. The 
young princes entertained themſelyes. by 
ſhooting with bows and arrows. Some of 
them diſplayed great dexterity, being ac- 
cuſtomed from their infancy to this exer- 
ciſe, which is accounted both genteel and 
healthy; as the drawing of the bow extends 
and ftrengthens the muſcles both of the 
breaſt and arms. One of the princes ſhew- 
ed us a bow and arrows, uſed by the Em- 
peror when young; by which it appeared 
that he had been a perſon of extraordinary

ZOBARB A, ambaſſador from his Holineſs the 
Pope to the Emperor. This gentleman was 
a cardinal, and patriarch of ALRXANDRIA. 
His retinue was compoſed of eccleſiaſticks of 
different orders, and a few ſervants; who 


were all lodged in the ITALIAN convent. 


They came from Euros to Macao'iin a 
PoRTUGUESE ſhip; from thence to CN To 
and then, by land, to this place. _ 

The deſign of this embaſſy was to en- 
quire into the diſputes and miſunderſtand- 
ing, that had lately ariſen in this country, 


betwixt the Jesuirs and DoumixicAxs; re- 


lating to certain rites annually performed 
by the CHINESE CHRISTIANS, at the tombs. 
of their deceaſed parents or other relations. 
This cuſtom ſeems to be the ſame with that 


of the parentalia anciently in uſe among the 


Greeks and Romans, It is univerſal in C- 
NA, from the emperor to the meaneſt peaſant. 
It ſeems the JIxsuirs permitted their converts 
to viſit the tombs of their relations; alledg- 
ing, that, without ſuch indulgence, no perſon” 
would embrace CndIsTIANIT Y; and, that 
time would wean them from ſuch ſuperftitious 
ceremonies. The Dominic ans, on the other 
hand, affirmed that it was next to idolatry, 


and declared i it nnlawful to allow any ſuch;

their converts. Theſe differences, in all pro- 
bability, will not ſoon be determined The 
Emperor himſelf tried to make the parties 
compromiſe matters; but finding his endea- 
vours ineffectual, he left them to agree or diſ- 
pute according to their pleaſure. He inclined, 
indeed, to favour the opinion of the JesvITs, 
which he thought moſt reaſonable. At any 
rate, it muſt be acknowledged an inftance 
of uncommon condeſcenſion, for an heathen 
Emperor to intereſt himſelf fo much ee | 
peace of a ChRIS TAM church.

ſhops, where were fold different kinds of 
merchandiſe; particularly thoſe of the gold- 
ſmiths, whoſe buſineſs it is to exchange gold 
for ſilver, or ſilver for gold. In theſe ſnops 
are found vaſt quantities of thoſe valuable 
metals, caſt into bars of different ſizes, and 
piled up one upon another; which are ſolßd 
only by weight, as there is no current coin 
in this country; except one ſmall round 
piece of braſs, with a ſquare hole in the mid- 
dle, through which may be run a ſtring, for 
the convenience of carrying them to market. 
This coin, called joſs by the CHINESE, is 
about the value of one tenth of a penny 


ſterling; and is extremely uſeful among the al 


common people. With. one of them, a 
man can buy a diſh of hot tea, a pipe of to- 
bacco, or a dram of brandy, in the ſtreets; _ 
and a beggar” may dine for three of them. 
There are, indeed, few beggars to be ſeen 
in the city; but, notwithſtanding the labour 
and induſtry of the inhabitants, they are ſo 
numerous, that it is hardly poſſible to pre- 
vent many from being reduced to the utmoſt 
neceſſity. There are ,cooks ſhops, where 
dogs and cats, and ſuch other creatures, are

In moſt of the ſhops 1 found both men,

I complaiſant, and gave me a diſh of tea 
in every ſhop. Theſe people expoſe their 
gold and filver, and other goods of value, 
with as much freedom and ſecurity, as the 


merchants do in LonDoN or AMSTERDAM.

It is to 


be obſerved, that the CHINESE print with 
ſtamps, in the manner that cards are 


made in EUROPE. Indeed, the connection, 


between ſtamping and printing, is ſo cloſe 


and obvious, that, it is ſurpriſing the inge- 


nious GREEKs and Romans, ſo famous for 


their medals, never diſcovered the art of 
printing.

'YANG; but, like it, plain and unornament- 


ed. His Majeſty was dreſſed in the ſame _ 
manner as at our firſt audience. We were. 
placed, within the hall, on the right of the 
throne; and Signior MRZz ZOB ARBA, with 


the miſſionaries, at no great diſtance from 
us. In the mean time, all the people of 
diſtinction, who came from diſtant places, 
made their nine bows, to the ground, with- 


out the hall. And, as there was not room 
in the hall to contain one half of the com- 
pany, many of them remained in the court 


during the whole time of the audience. Our

The Emperor was very chearſul, and ſent , 


for ſeveral of his old acquaintance to ſpes

Many of * 


houſes are high, and covered with 


varniſhed tiles, which appear like Rog in 6 


the ſun. Northward from the palace is a 


large canal, of an irregular figure, where 


the imperial family divert themſelves by fiſh- 


ing: This canal 1s artificial; and the'earth 


dug out of it has raiſed an high bank, from 
. whence you have a full view of the city, and 
the country adjacent, to a conſiderable diſt- 
ace. This mount riſes to a ridge, which 
is planted with trees; reſembling the wild 
and irregular ſcenes of nature that frequent- 
ly preſent themſelves in this country. The 
canal and mount are of an equal length,

Near this place ſtood a magnificent tem- 
ple, the doors of which being open, we 
walked into it; and ſaw, ſtanding. at the 
ſouth end, a monſtrous image, about twen- - 


' ty-five feet high, carved and gilt, having 
twelve arms and hands, a frightful. viſage, 


and great goggling eyes. By the touch it 


ſeemed to be made of a kind of plaſter. 
This image is called Fo, which ſignifies God 
in the CHixxSsE language. Whilſt we walked 


about. in the temple, many people entered, | 
who kneeled ard bowed ſeveral times to the 
image; after which they retired, without 


taking notice of us, or of any body elle. 


In all the leſſer temples, I had formerly ſeen, S 


I found a great numher of images of inferior 


deities, or reputed ſaints ; but this was oc- 


cupied by Fo only, without any rival. 
From the temple we went to a publick 
' tea-houſe, where we ſaw many people drink- 
ing tea and ſmoking tobacco; from thence 
to a tavern, where we dined ; and, in the 
evening, returned to the city.

Next day, I was preſent at the repreſenta- 
tion of a kind of farce, in the public ſtreet, 
not far from our lodgings. There were a-

bout twenty ſtrollers aſſembled on this oc- 
caſion, who entertained the erowd with many 
legerdemain tricks, and unnatural geſtures.

ſtage-· plays performed in all the publick 


ftreets. You alſo find often high croſſes 
erected, on which are hoiſted a number of 
5 pendants and ſtreamers of party- coloured 


Iks, that make a pretty appearance. At 


this ſeaſon all the ſhops are ſnut; almoſt no 
buſineſs is done; and the people. go about, 
dreſſed in their beſt cloaths, as on bers 
in EvRopr. 1 


The 20th, the ebe and all the gen- 


tlemen of the retinue were invited to dine, 
at a publick houſe in the city, by a young 
CHINESE gentleman. And all of us accepted 


the invitation, except the ambaſſador. Our 
friend was fo polite as to. fend chairs: for his 
gueſts, about ten of the clock; and, at eleven, 
we reached the houſe; which was the largeſt 


bol that fort Jever ſaw; and could eaſily contain 
fix or eight hundred people. The roof was ſup- 

ported by two rows of wooden pillars. This 
tavern conſiſted only of one apartment, great 
part of which was filled with long tables hav- 


ing benches, on each ſide, for the accommo- 
dation of the company. During the time of 


dinner we were entertained with muſick; 
and, after it, by a company of players, main-

Theſe can only be carried, to ſuch 
a diſtance, in the coldeſt ſeaſon ; when they 
are preſerved freſh, by being kept frozen 
among the ſnow. This method is practiſed, 
with ſucceſs, in northern countries; for, pro- 
vided the fiſh is immediately expoſed to the 
froſt, after being caught, it may be carried, 
in ſnow, for many miles, almoſt as freſh as

The 21ft, being the day appointed for hunt- 
ing with the Emperor, at one of the clock 
in the morning, horſes. were brought to our 
lodgings, for the ambaſſador and thoſe who 
attended him. We immediately mounted, 


and, after riding about ſix miles, to the 


Gantt of the city, at break of day, we 


reached the gates of the park called Cha v 


24; Where we were received by an officer, 
and conducted, through the foreſt, to a 
ſummer-houſe, about a mile from the gate, 
in which the Emperor had flept the pre- 
ceding night. This was a ſmall but neat 
building, having a double row of galleries, 
open to the foreſt, on all ſides, and an avenue 


leading to it from the gate, planted with 


ſeveral rows of trees. At ſome diſtance 
from the houſe, we diſmoun ted, and were 


met by the maſter of the ceremonies, who | 
conducted us into a gallery. As ſoon as we 


mn the good old een who mea 
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riſen long before our arrival, ſent one of his

dered us tea and other victuals. On the 

ſouth ſide of the houſe is a canal, filled with 
clear water, and ſeveral large fiſh- -ponds, 
which make a great addition to the beauties 
of this charming place.

The long., or endleſs wall, cy: it is com- 


all the north and 
weſt parts of CHIx A. It was built, about 


fix hundred years agb; by one of the Em- 


perors, to prevent the frequent incurſions of

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| who made a practice of aſſembling nume- 


rous troops of horſe, and invading the coun- 
try in different, places. The Cuhi NSE fron- 
tiers were too extenſive to be guarded againſt 


ſuch bold and numerous enemies; who, af- 


ter plundering and deſtroying a wealthy 


country, returned to their own, loaded 
with ſpoils. 
The CuixESE finding all precautions in- 


effectual to put a ſtop to the inroads of ſuch 


barbarians, at laſt reſolved to build this fa- 
mous wall. It begins in the province of 
Lroroxc, at the bottom of the bay of Nan-. 
k IN; and proceeds a- croſs rivers, and over 
the tops of the higheſt mountains, without 


interruption, Keeping nearly along the circu- 


lar ridge of barren rocks that ſurround the 
ang to the north and weſt; and, after 
running ſouthwards about twelve hundred 
ELisk miles, ends in impaſſable mountains 
and ſandy deſerts. 
The foundation conſiſts of large blocks of 
ſquare ſtones laid in mortar; but the reſt of 
the wall is built of brick. The whole is ſo 
ſtrong, and well built, as to need almoſt no 
repair; and, in ſuch adry climate, may re- 


main in this condition for many ages. It's 


heighth and breadth are not equal in every 


place; nor, indeed, is it neceſſary they 


ſhould. When carried over ſteep rocks, 
where no horſe can paſs, it is about fifteen 
or twenty feet high, and broad in proportion;

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but, when running through a valley, or- 
croſſing a river, there you ſee a ſtrong: wall, 
about thirty feet high, with ſquare towers, 
at the diſtance of a bow-ſhot from one ano- 
ther, and embraſures at equal diſtances. The 
top of the wall is flat, and paved with broad 
free · ſtone; and Where it riſes over 2 rock, 
or any eminence, you aſcend by a fine _ 
ſtone-ſtair. 
The bridges, over rivers — 5 torrents, are 
exceedingly neat, being both well contrived! 
and executed. They have two . ſtories: of 
arches, one above another, to afford. ſufficient! 
| yes for the waters on ſudden baus and 


he wall was n KY completelf7 6. 
niſhed in the ſpace of five years; every ſixth 
man in CHINA being obliged to work him- 
ſelf, or find another in his ſtead. It is re- 
ported, the labourers ſtood ſo cloſe, for ma- 
ny miles diſtance, as to hand the materials 
from one to another. This Jam the more 


inclined to believe, as the rugged rocks 


would prevent all uſe of carriages; nor 


could clay for making brieks or e of. 


any kind, be found among them. 
The building of this wall, however, was 
not the only burthen the CHINESE OG 
on this occaſion. They were alſo oblig 
keep a numerous army in the field, to . 
the paſſes of the mountains, and ſecure the 
labourers from being interrupted by their 
| watch- 
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watchful - enemies the TarTARs, who, all 
the while, were not idle ſpectators. 

J am of opinion, that no nation in the 
work was able for ſuch an undertaking,.ex- 
cept-the Cuinese. For, though ſome other 
kingdom might-have 'furniſhed a- ſufficient 

number of workmen, for ſuch an enterpriſe, 
none but the ingenious, ſober, and parſimo 
nious CHINESE could have preſerved order 
amidſt ſuch multitudes, or patiently ſubmit- 
ted to the hardfhips attending ſuch a labour. 

This ſurpriſing oe of work, if not the 
greateſt, may juſtly be reckoned among the 
wonders:of the Noth. And the Emperor, 
ho planned and completed it, deſerves 
fame, as much ſuperior to his who built: the 
famous*Ecyprrian pyramids, as a perfor- 
mance of creal uſe excells a work of vanity.” 

Beſides the main wall, there are ſeveral 
Enie eulaf walls, which have the long wall 
for their diameter, at the places leaſt forti- 
fied by nature, and at the open paſſes of the 
mountains. Theſe arę ſtrongly built, of the 
ſame materials and architecture with the long 
wall, and are of conſiderable extent, ſome- 
times on one ſide of the main wall and-ſortie- 
times on the other. In theſe walls are ſtrong 
gates, conſtantly defended by a pumerous 
guard; They are intended to prevent à fur- 
priſe, and ſtop fudden jrryptions'of the/ene- 
28 Even theſe wg Tn. 
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of great expence and labour; but nothing in 
compariſon with the long wal. 
After the Chix ESE had bathed: their wall, 
they had reſpite for a conſiderable time, from 
the invaſions of their enemies, reaping the 
fruits of their labour in peace and quietneſs. 
However about five hundred years ago, 
the weſtern TarTars found means to get 
through the wall, and, with a powerful army 


of horſe, entered. the country, carrying ter- 
ror along with them wherever they went. 


They, at laſt became maſters of the greateſt 


part of Caixa,” and kept poſſeſſion. of it 


for many years, till the ChixksE, exaſpe- 
rated at their tyranny, took advantage of 


their negligence, and drove them back, with 


diſgrace, to their ancient habitations in the 


deſerts. The Crrngse now began to re- 


eſtabliſh their former government, to rectify 
diſorders, and repair deſolations made by 
the TaRT ARS. From this time they enjoyed 


long peace, till the fatal year one thouſand 


fix hundred and forty, when the Max Tzu 


TaRTaks conquered the whole empire of 


Caina ; which conqueſt they retain to this 
day; and, by their prudent management and 
2 government, ſeem * . hi FAY, to 
1 
hall briefly __ in 3 manner r this 
ſtrange revolution was brought ee by ſo 
ſmall a nation as the Max rZuxs; à people 


whom the Carnes — and who bear 


un 
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no greater proportion to the Cuinzse, than 
the inhabitants of WaLEs to the reſt of 
GrgEAT BRzTAIN.. 

It happened, during a a time of profound | 
peace, that a certain prince of ManTzuR, 
going to fetch his bride, from a place bor- 
dering on the province of Lroroxc, was, 
without provocation, attacked by a Party of 
Chixxsg, and ſlain, with moſt of his atten- 
dants; againſt all laws of Juſtice. and good 
neighbourhood. 5 

The TaxrAns, though bighly exaſpera- 
ted, behaved with uncommon moderation on 
this occaſion. Before proceeding to make 
repriſals, or taking any ſtep whatever with 
that view, they ſent ambaſſadors, to t 
court of PxK ix, demanding ſatisfaction for 
the outrage committed upon one of their 
princes. Their complaints were neglected, 
and the matter, under various pretences, de- 
layed, from time to time, till the TarTars, 
loſing all patience, and poſitively inſiſting on 
an anſwer to their demands, were affronted, 
and contemptuouſly diſmiſſed, by the Cut. | 
NESE miniſtry, to whom the Emperor had 
referred them. This treatment highly en- 
raged the whole race of the TaRT ARS; who. 
immediately vowed revenge; and, having 
got an army together, entered the province 
of Leoroxc, which lies wichous, the wall, 
waſting all with fire and word. 3 
. VVV 6 
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. Beſides this war with the TaRTARs, ſe- 
_ weral other circumſtances concurred to bring 
about a revolution in the empire; for, at 
he ſame time, there happened a great inſur- 
mection in CHINA, which, at laſt, became 
general. The rebels were commanded by 
one named LI; who, after having defeated 
the imperial army ſent to oppoſe him, inveſt- 
ed and tock Pex rn itſeff. And the Em- 
peror, rather than fall into the hands of his 
furious ſubjects, firſt hanged his daughter, 
and then himſelf, on a tree in his own 
The Emperor's general, Us AN dun, ſtill 
kept the field with the ſmall remains of his 
troops; but CO DE to reſiſt the 
powerful army of the rebels. He therefore 
retired northwards; and, all hopes of ſucceſs 
being loſt, came to a reſolution of calling 
in the TARTARS to his affiftance. He pro- 
miſed them many rewards, and, particularly, 
the province of Lzoroxc ; if, by their aid, 
he ſucceeded in forcing the rebels to obe- 
dience. Ku- rt, the Fran chief, rea- 
dily hearkened to the propoſal, and the terms 
vuvere ſoon ſettled between the parties. 
In conſequence of this agreement, the 
new allies jomed armies, which were both 
.commanded by the TarTaR, and advanced 
towards the long wall. But before they 
reached the gate, Kun- ri, the TaRTAR 
Prince, died, and left his ſon n 
| chi 
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child of ſeven yeats of age, for his ſucceſſor! 
This accident did not retard the progreſa d 
the expedition ; for this child was left to the: 
guardianſhip of his uncle; a man of great 
abilities and addreſs, and perfectly qualified; 
2 conduct the important project then on 
Immediately after the death of Kum 1 
the young Prince was proclaimed King of the 
Maxrzoks, and commander in chief of the 
combined army of TARTARSG and CHIESE. 
In order to. magnify the number of FAR TARA "ns 
in the army, and! conſequently: render hem 
ſelves more formidable to the rebels, tlexx 
luckily fell upon a ſtratagern; which was, 11 
to dreſs all the CHINESE ſoldiers in TARTA&R 
habits. And, at entering the wall, the real 
TartaRs, in the army, did not exceed 
eight. thouſand. men; though, indeed, they 


were followed by ſtrong reinforcements. 
When they arrived at the wall, the Cu- 
NESE, ho kept guard, ſeeing a child at the 
head of ſuch an army, which they imagined - 
to conſiſt wholly of T ART ARS, were ſo; ſur- 
prifed, - that they immediately opened the 
gates, without the leaſt reſiſtance, crying! 
gout, long live the Emperor. This ercums | 
ſtance, added to the reports of © formidable: 
an army of TART ARG, increaſing daily by re- 
inforcements, ſtruck. ſuch terror into the re- 
bels, that many of them forſook their: leader. 
8 %% ... 
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ſkirmiſhes and ſeveral battles with the rebels, 
in which the latter were defeated. In the 
mean time, the guardian took care to leave 
garriſons in all the towns through which they 
paſſed, with/ftrict orders, to uſe the inhabi- 
tants with the greateſt humanity. Such mild 
behaviour gained the affection of the nation 
in general. And thus he proceeded from 
one province to another, till the whole em- 
pire ſubmitted to his juriſdiction. 

The war, which had laſted ſome years, 
being now at an end, and peace re- eſtabliſſi- 
ed, the CHINESE thanked the TarTars for 
their good ſervices, and deſired they would 
return to their own country. But the Tar- 

TAR chief, on various pretences, delayed 
his departure, till ſuch time as he found his 
party ſufficiently ſtrong to fix his nephew, 
 XvuncsT1, on the imperial throne of CHIxA. 

Xvux6sT1 died a young man, and left his 
ſecond fon, Kamar, to ſucceed him. On 
finding himſelf at the point of death, he 
called for his eldeſt ſon, and aſked him, 
whether he would take upon him the govern- 
ment? but, being young and modeſt, he 
was unwilling to accept, and begged his 
father would excuſe him on that account. 

Then KAMuf was called, and aſked the 
ſame queſtion. He was better inſtructed, 
and briſkly anſwered, he was ready to obey 
his father's commands, and would take the 
weight of the government upon him. This

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now felt a very ſenſible change in the air. 
In the morning, we left a warm climate; 
but here, we found the deſert all covered 
with ſnow... We travelled. about five miles 
farther, and then pi itched our tents on the 
banks of a ſmall rivulet. 
The ambaſſador, conſidering, . "that to tra- 
vel along with the heavy baggage would ren- 
der the journey, at this ſeaſon, tedious: and 
diſagreeable, reſolved to leave it under a 
proper guard, and proceed, by the ſhorteſt 
and ſpeedieſt way, to SELLNGINSKY., Lou, 
our former conductor, being appointed in 
the ſame ſtation, was conſulted on this oc- 
caſion; and agreed ta make one of our com- 
pany; while the 1 guard, command- 
ed by another officer, took care of the bag- 
gage. Our party conſiſted of the ambaſis- 
dor, Mr, KRxRSTITZ, myſelf, and four fer- 
vants. We e packed up beds, and a few ne- 
. cellaries, and ſer outfdireatly. _ 
We rode very hard all the fourteenth ; 
and, in the evening, took up our lodgings | in 
a Mono ALTA tent, along with, the family. 
The out ſide of the tent Was hung round 
with ſeyeral pieces of horſe- fleſn; on which 
our landlord and his wife dure and invit- 
ed us to ſhare their repaſt; but, as we had 
proviſions of our own, we deſired to be ex- 
cuſed. The diſagrecable ſmell of this ſup- 
per made us reſolve to ſleep in the fields, for

I took notice before of having ſeen this gen- 
| tleman in our journey eaſtward. We dif- 
patched our barques, and ſtaid with him 
two days. After which we proceeded down. 
| the river; and he returned Wo ELIMSKY by 
water, attended only by his own fervants ; 
for, though he was a priſoner, he had liberty 
to go where he 'pleaſed, as an eſcape was 
impracticable in ſuch. remote parts, 

The 19th, we ſet fail with an eaſterly. 
wind, and a ſtrong current, which carried us 
along with great velocity. We paſſed many 
villages; and ſome Tox cus tax hats, upon the 
banks, to which we made ſeveral viſits. We 
bound the men generally employed in fiſhing | 
in their little e canoes, and, the women in look- - 
ing after their children and rain- deer, which, 
at this ſeaſon, lie near the huts, becauſe che 
x- W gnats will not ſuffer them to ſtay in the 
s voods. In order to baniſh theſe trouble- 

come vermin, they light fires all around the 

place of their abode ; and the inſets, unable 
to endure | the ſmoke, immediately fly off.

However, after much la- 


bour and difficulty, we at laſt got to land, 
wet to the ſkin; and, what was much worſe,

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The 21ſt, we ovgrtook our barques, and 
kept! in company with them till night, when 
we arrived at a village, where we lodged. 
In this river are many iſlands, ſome of which 


are very large, and others ſurrounded with 


high rocky ſhores. Moſt of them are cover- 
ed with tall birch and pine trees, fit for maſts 
to the largeſt ſhips; and form a beautiful 


proſpect. We had no need to go aſhore in 
order to ſeek ſport, as we found plenty of 


wild ducks, and other water-fow!, wherever 
we came. As to freſh fiſn, we had more of 
them, in every village, than ve could con- 
fume. a 

The two following days we continued our 
voyage, without meeting with any thing 
worth mentioning ; and on the morning of 
the 24th, arrived at the conflux of the rivers 
TENISEV and Tos cusk v, where the latter 
loſes it's name; and, both joined, retain the 


name of Ye isfy: "The YeNnrsEyY falls into 


the Toxcusxy from the ſouth, and its courſe 
is then turned northward by the current of 
the other; which, in my opinion, is the 
larger of the two. .

Ihe haven is now fo choaked up with ſand, 
that there is hardly entry for a ſmall boat. 
Ds BEN may be called the key to the PR- 
AN empire on this ſide; and ſer ves to keep 
the mountaineers, and other neighbours, on 
that fide, in awe. The ſituation is very plea- 
ſant, rifing gradually from the fea to the top 
of the hill, commanding” a very extenſive 


proſpect, eſpecially towards the ſouth- eaſt. 


About thirty miles due ſouth ſtands one of 
the higheſt mountains in PEæRS1A, called 
SHACH-DAGH, Which is always covered with 
ſnow. To the eaſtward of the town are many 
large vineyards, producing plentyof grapes, of 
which they make a confiderable quantity of 
both white and red wine, of ſtrength ſufficient” 
to preſerve it round the year, and longer if 
required.
